Coins Identified as hav- 


ing been struck cuntui'ies before Christ have 
been discovered. 
Hut coins were probably not 


the first money. 
AVe have in our own country 


the example of. the Indian wampum. 


Wampum, as every child who uv..-r played In- 


dian knows, consists merely o£ bits ot shell which 
have no real value.' The Indians early learned 
the convenience of small and readily portable 
objects as a medium of exchange, so they adopt- 
ed the Idea of money—an idea which has as 
much force with them as the Idea of gold has 
with civilized peoples. 
At their first contact with 


the white man the .Indian w;m found to regard 
wampum us of greater value than gold. 
In fact 


the- Spanish conquistadors found that the 
.In- 


dian gladly mined and gave up pounds of virgin 
gold In return for trinkets of ll".tle or no value. 
Up to.(relatlvely recent times they regarded their 
wampum us having a value equal If not superior 
to the value of gold and silver. This emphasizes 
the fact that oven gold money represents no more 
tl'.An an idea. 


The idea of money i.s based on confidence. The 


strongest law in tho world probably Is the law 
that lnsi.-:ts that money has value. 
It also Is the 


most arbitrary and artificial law. Tho people ot 
the world have all given their consent that gold 
and silver shall bo considered as having value 
In exchange for more useful goods. That stand- 
ard as to gold is the same all'over tho world 
and, In monetary parlance,, is called the gold 
-standard. 


An'American gold dollar contains precisely one 


dollar's worth of pure gold or 1!8.'.'2 grain.-*. This 
is an Invariable standard for gold coin through- 
out .the world. 
The J'.rltlsh pound sterling is 


worth 5-1.Sti cents. 
It therefore contains 112.S492 


grains oC Bold. 
Because the standard remains 


the same, the difference In denomination of gold 
money all over the world makes no difference.

From whatever aspect 


gold money Is viewed, the fact is emphasized that 
it is the idea and not the metal which makes 
money valuable.

based coins returned to the mint and redeemed 
them irt new coins of the standard of weight and 
fineness.
